Brodie, who led the Hornet 


cross country team to a con- 
ference championship this past 
fall, is considered by many to 
be one of the top walkers in 
the United States. 

During the holiday vacation, 
while most of us were gorging 
ourselves on food and refresh- 
ments, Mike added another leaf 
to his laurels when he strode 
around the Cow Palace oval, 
lapping the entire field and 
capturing the prize in the one- 
mile walk event of the Cow 
Palace Holiday Invitational 
track meet. 

Brodie had to share the at, 
tentions of the 12,000 spectators 
with Olympic greats Ralph 
Boston, Ulis Williams, Bi}1 
Crothers, John Thomas and 
Hayes Jones. Even with this 
competition for the limelight 
Mkie drew his share of glory 
as the Palace rang with ap- 
plause in tribute to his smash- 
ing victory. 

This was Brodie’s second big 
win in indoor walking compe- 
tition in San Francisco; last 
February he strolled his way 
to the title in the Golden Gate 
Invitational meet.

A GUIDE FOR THE GUIDERS 


One of the most interesting academic theories advanced in 
man; a long year hax recently been advanced by that interest- 
ing academic theorist, E. Pluribux Ewbank, Ph.
